Committe-Backed Meas- 
ure Would Boost Total 
Expenditures for War 
Since July 1, 1940, to 
About 400 Billions. 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP),— 
The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee fired a financial broadside 
at the Axis today, sending to the 
floor a $71,510,438,873 War Depart- 
ment supply bill to equip and main- 
tain an army of seven and a half 
million enlisted men aiui blacken 
enemy skies with warplanes by 
the end of the year. 

Largest appropriation bill in his- 
tory, it would boost to almost 200 
billions the War Department’s 
funds since July 1, 1940, and to 


about 400 billions the amount voted 
for defense and war purposes since 
that date. All the money carried in 
the bill, Army officials said, will 
be spent or obligated during the 
12 months starting July 1. 

“The decisive budget” was the 
label given the measure by Lieut. 
Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, deputy 
chief of staff, during hearings on 
the bill. “These decisive dollars 
will be translated into decisive 
strategic and tactical plans.” 

Commenting that the bill carried 
more than three times the total 
outlay of the War Department dur- 
ing the entire first World War, the 
committee said it was “determined 
that the armed forces shall have 
every dollar essential for the early 
attainment of an unconditional 
surrender by all of the Axis 
powers.” 

28 Billion for Air Forces. 


It shaved only $387,986,827 from 
budget estimates, and left un- 
touched the $23,655,481,000 estimate 
for the Air Forces. 

“The cost is frightful,” the com- 
mittee observed. “Global warfare 
and modern implementation is the 
answer.... Guns, tanks, airplanes, 
ammunition, chemicals and, war 
munitions of every kind and de- 
scription are provided for in ac- 
cordance with the department’s 
recommendations.” 

With the bill, the committee 
made public a letter from Gen. 
George C. Marshall, chief of staff, 
asserting the funds provided were 
“necessary in order to carry on 
aggressive warfare around the 
giobe” and to “hasten the destruc- 
tion of the enemy.”

WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP).— 
Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins estimated today that the cost 
of living rose another .8 per cent 
from mid-April to mid-May, bring- 
ing the average cost of living for 
city workers to a level 7.8 per 
cent above a year ago and 24.1 per 
cent above January, 1941. The 
jump, as usual, was mostly in food, 
particularly fresh fruits and vege- 
tables from the 1943 crop just com- 
ing to market. 

In the month ended May 15, 
food costs increased 1.7 per cent. 
There also were slight increases in 
the cost of medical care, barber 
and beaut services and some oth- 
er services, but Miss Perkins said

MEDIA, Pa., June 18 (AP) —Pvt., lef! 
(First Class) Jack Sugarman 
doesn’t quite know what to make 
of all the people who come to see 
him while he’s home on furlough. 

There are a lot of them because 
the 21-year-old Marine—who, ac- 
cording to the citation that came 
with his Navy Cross saved the 
lives of nine officers and killed 
132 Japs on Guadalcanal—is the 
town’s No, 1 war hero. 

Most of the women kiss him on 
the cheeks that never felt a razor 
until last year. They ask him how 
it feels to be a hero and he always 
says he didn’t think much about 
it at the time; he just fought. 

“I don’t know what we'll do 
about shoes,” one matron sighed.

He tore strips 
from his shirt to bind his feet; 
after that he used his pants.

Munitions Shipment Hit 


at Rail Station—Nazi 
Raiders Start Fire in 
London, Bomb South 
Coast Town. 


LONDON, June 18 (AP).—The 
Royal Air Force carried its cur- 
rent offensive against Axis targets 
across the channel last night while 
the German Air Force dropped 
bombs in London and on a South 
Coast town. 

Planes ranging over Northern 
France dropped bombs on the air- 
field at Poix, near Amiens; pep- 
pered a speeding E-boat off the 
French coast with bombs and can- 
non fire, and shot up railway trains 
and barges, the Air Ministry news 
service said. 

One Mosquito pilot reported he 
believed he had hit an ammunition 
train standing at a station so he 
went back and fired through the 
train shed, touching off more ex- 
plosives. 

The forays were on a small scale 
compared with the attacks carried 
out during the last week on Dues- 
seldorf, Muenster, Bochum, Ober- 
hausen and Cologne, which had its 
116th raid of the war Wednesday 
night. 

Fire Started in London. 

Nazi raiders, meanwhile, running 

at top speed and low over London 
rooftops, dropped a.single bomb 
of the oil drum type in a major 
street, wrecking a postoffice and 
killing two persons. Two others 
were seriously injured. 
- The explosion sounded before 
any gunfire was heard and the 
fire, extinguished after several 
hours, gave London's civil defense 
workers their biggest test in 
months. Home guardsmen were 
among the injured. 

Three or more persons were 
killed in another raid on a South 
England coastal town, which Ber- 
lin said was Portsmouth, 

Meanwhile, it was disclosed that 
the second American-built Ameri- 
can-manned airdrome to be com- 
pelted within the last month was 
formally taken over by the Eighth 
United States Air Force. 

It is a 600-acre, eight million dol-

Commenting on the Eighth’s part 
in the current aerial war, Maj. Gen. 
Ira C. Eakér, commander of the 
force, said he was “satisfied with 
the results of the great battle over 
Kiel, (June 13.) I have congratu- 
Jated the fliers who bore the brunt 
of it as have Generals Arnold and 
Devers. 

“It was a significant victory. 
German fighter strength is the 
stoutest shield they have against 
our bomber offensive. Their war 
industry is certain to be destroyed. 

“Ours is not primarily an aerial 
dogfight between bombers and 
fighters. It’s a battle between 
bombers intent on destruction of 
German war industry and the 
fighters whose existence depends 
on delaying that inevitable con- 
clusion.” 

Brig. Gen. Fred L. Anderson, 
who led the force that struck at 
Kiel, said that “the Germans seem 
to be getting desperate. They want 
to dissipate mass bombing by fe 
rocity of attack, but not one of my 
planes has ever been turned back 
by enemy action.” 

The force, without fighter escort, 
bombed Kiel and Bremen in a 
doublebarreled attack, during 
which 26 heavy bombers were re- 
ported lost while probably 100 Ger- 
man fighter planes were destroyed.

War Manpower Commission of- 
ficials said yesterday that some 
nonessential activities might have 
to be converted or closed down in 
areas of critical labor shortage in 
order to meet man power require- 
ments of war industry. | 
But most curtailment of this 
kind, they said, will follow natural- 
ly as plants making nonessential 
goods find it harder to get ma- 
terials and concerns selling non- 
essential goods find themselves 
with little or nothing to sell. 

The “natural” curtailment should 
free. most of the 2,500,000 workers 
who will have to be transferred in 
the next 12 months to meet war 
industry needs, and “deliberate” 
curtailment to promote these trans- 
fers, if undertaken at all, will be 
confined to critical shortage areas, 
WMC officials added. Ae 
Dr. William Haber, chief of the 
WMC planning division, said the 
WMC and the War Production 
Board were studying the question 
together, but no definite action 
was in prospect in the near future. 
He pointed out that nonessential 
production had been declining. for 
some time because of material 
shortages, but added that curtail- 
ments in the future would depend 
long way off, J. A. Krug, program 
vice-chairman of the War Produc- 
tion Board, told members of the 
Automotive Council for War Pro- 
duction yesterday. 

-He made the statement, Krug 
told the sepresentatives of some 


500 automotive , corhapnies that 


make up the industry’s wartime 
organization, “to spike a rumor ap- 
parently gaining wide circulation 
in recent months ... that war 
production has largely been ac- 
complished.”

U. 8. Bombers Drop 10 Tons on 

Jap Base at Lashio, Burma. 
NEW DELHI, June 18 (AP).— 
Heavy bombers of the Tenth Unit- 
ed States Air Force dropped 10 tons 
of bombs on enemy barracks and 
installations at Lashio, Burma, yes- 
terday, an American communique 
said today. “Considerable” damage 
was reported. 

The communique also reported 
that on Wednesday heayy bombers 
attacked the railroad yards at 
Mandalay, scoring hits on build- 
ings, followed by fires. 

All aircraft and crews returned 
safely.

LISTS PRODUCTION 
AS HIS MAJOR GOAL 


Increased Allocations to 
Go to Armed Services, 
Lend-Lease Soon, He 
Reports. 


NEW YORK, June 18 (AP).— 
War Food Administrator Chester 
C. Davis says that “no matter how 
much food our resourceful farm- 


ers produce ... or how soon the 
war is over, we will not have 
enough food to satisfy all the 
claimants for all the kinds of food 
they want.” 

Davis told the twenty-fourth an- 
nual meeting of the Dairymen's 
League Co-operative Association 
yesterday that civilian supplies 
would be reduced further “in the 
near future” by increased food al- 
locations to lend-lease and _ the 
armed forces. 

“IT am convinced though,” he 
added, “that the civilian supply of 
food will be ample for health and 
strength for all but will not be 
enough for waste. 

“A sound national food policy de- 
mands that every aid possible be 
given to the farmer to help him 
produce in 1943 and 1944. The fuil 
resources of the War Food Admin- 
istration have been pledged to that 
end, result—production.” 

Davis said the country would 
produce and market much more 
meat in the coming 12. months than 
in the past year but that because 
all food claims could not be met 
by animal products “we must in- 
crease production of bread grains 
and dried beans and peas and po- 
tatoes and the oil seeds.” 

Concerning the management of 
civilian food supply, he reported 
thut “more needs to be ne and 
less has been done in that field 
than on any other factor entering 
Government food control.” 

He added that “when price is 
eliminated or neutralized as a fac- 
tor to determine the flow of goods 
to market and nothing is substi- 
tuted instead, then there is bound 
to be chaos.” He said the admin- 
istrator hoped to accomplish much 
in this field with the help of 
skilled and experienced men. 

Davis continued that in the first 
full year of the war American ci- 
villians ate more food than in any 
other year in history except 1941 
and that “the last two years have 
been the greatest feast years in 
American civilian history.” 

“But the proportion for military 
and lend-lease will be greater in 
the future,” he warned. “It is a 
paradox but a realistic one, that, 
with every military success, the 
correct management of food be- 
comes more important and more 
difficult. 

“Our food is the chief reliance 
for encouraging the liberated peo- 
ple to help us in the final] assaults 
against the Axis gates. Our food 
must continue to help the British 
and the Russians swinging prodig- 
ious blows against our enemy.”

Trial of Andrew Brinkley, 
charged with second-degree murder 
in the death of Edward Melendes 
in a police cell last July 27 from 
the effects of a beating, was post- 
poned today, for the third time 
this week, until next.

Ivan H. Light, engaged by the 
St. Louis Civil Liberties Commit- 
tee to defend Brinkley, told Cir- 
cuit Judge Edward M. Ruddy that 
the defense had not completed the 
taking of depositions. 

Judge Ruddy said he expected 
Light to say definitely on Thurs- 
day when he would be ready to 
proceed, after which the Court 
would call a special panel of pros- 
pective jurors. This is the last 
week for regular jury call, before 
the start of the summer vacation.

CATTLE RECEIPTS OFF 


Another 20 to 30 Pct. Cut in 
Shipments Likely Today— 
Quotatiogs 50c Lower. 


Receipts of cattle at National 
Stockyards have dropped 30 per 
cent since Monday and were ex- 
pected to fall another 20 to 30 ‘per 
cent today, because of a break in 
the market price, which fell 50 
cents to $1, John W. Sanders, presi- 
dent of the National Livestock Ex- 
change and president of the St. 
Louis Livestock Exchange, said to- 
day. 

Although cattle receipts dropped, 
he said, the receipt of hogs in- 
creased 10 per cent. A total of 
11,000 hogs, weighing an average 
of 10 pounds more than those re- 
ceived last year, went into market 
yesterday, and 12,000 head were ex- 
pected today. Cattle receipts yes- 
terday were only 1200. Top price 
yesterday for steers was $15 per 
hundredweight. Topp hog price was 
$13.90. 

The drop in the market price, 
Sanders said, is one of the chief 
reasons for farmers withholding 
cattle. Packers, he said, slashed 
cattle prices in anticipation of the 
Government’s price rollback pro- 
gram. Both cattle and hog farm- 
ers face a shortage of corn for feed 
because of recent floods. 


RUNWAY EXTENSION EXPECTED 
10 GUT CRASHES AT AIRPORT 


Extension of the new No, 1 run- 
way at Lambert-St. Louis Field to 
cross Coldwater Creek, on which 
preliminary work already has be- 
gun, is expected to aid in prevent- 
ing recurrence of such accidents 
as occurred yesterday and June 9 
when two Army bombers went past 
the northeast end of the runway 
and crashed at the same spot in 
the creekbed. 
In yesterday’s accident, in which 
two-motor bomber made an 
emergency landing after sending a 


radio message that one motor was 
not functioning, none of the three 
crew members was injured. The 
fuselage of the plane was broken 
in two, it was reported. Two of 
the eight crew members of the Fly- 
ing Fortress which crashed June 9 
were injured seriously. 

The runway, now 4700 feet long, 
will be extended 1300 feet to make 
two crossings of the creekbed, 
which curves around the eastern 
end of the field to the southern 
side. It will be extended 900 feet 
to the northeast and 400 feet to 
the southwest. The cost, about 
$575,000, will be borne by the Fed- 
eral Government.

LOS ANGELES, June 18 (AP).—

able to find Charlie Chaplin, honey- 
mooning with his 18-year-old bride,

Charges Far-Reaching 
Monopoly Is Evolving, 
Cites ‘Suppressed’ Fed- 
eral Report. 


NEW YORK, June 18 ‘(AP).— 
A. F. Whitney, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men, charged today that the rail- 


road industry was evolving a 
monopoly in transportation. 

Testifying before an emergency 
panel investigating the demands 
of five railroad brotherhoods for 
a 30 per cent increase in wages, 
Whitney said he based his infor- 
mation on a memorandum pre- 
pared by the Antitrust Division 
of the Department of Justice 
“which Was suppressed last Sep- 
tember but which recently came 
to light through the efforts of th 
Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men.” 

He said the report set forth 
that the transportation monopoly 
would “determine the location of 
industry, the sources from which 
raw materials would be drawn, the 
markets to which the finished 
products wotild move and possibili- 
ties of shifting population and in- 
dustry and employment opportuni- 
ties for huge masses of the work- 
ing population.” 

Whitney testified that the De- 
partment of Justice began a crim- 
inal investigation under Thurman 
Arnold, then head of the Anti- 
trust Division, more than a year 
ago, with a view of enforcing anti- 
trust laws in the transportation 
field. The inquiry, he _ said, 
reached the point of a grand jury 
investigation in Chicago. 

‘8 Indictments Squelched.’ 

“There .three indictments were 
squelched and suppressed by “At- 
torney General Francis Biddle 
after the War and Navy depart- 
ments and the Office'of Defense 
Transportation went to bat for the 
carriers,” he said. 

Te added that according to a 
published statement by Biddle last 
January, indictments, charging 
rate-fixing by motor and rail car- 
riers, which were scheduled to be 
returned, were postponed at the 
request of the War and Navy de- 
partments and the ODT because 
they would “injure the efforts of 
the transportation system during 
the war.”

ARMY'S $120,000 


BATTLEFIELD ART 
PROJECT CURBED 


Fund to Record Scenes in 
Paintings Assailed in 
Congress — Limitation 
Proposed. 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP).— 
A $120,000 Army project to provide 
historical paintings of American 
troops fighting in this war pro- 
voked criticism today within the 
House Appropriations Committee. 

Congress got word from Maj. 
Gen. Eugene Reybold, chief of en- 
gineers, that the artist’s easel and 
paintbrush had taken a place in 
the nation’s war kit. * 

Testifying before the committee, 
Gen. Reybold disclosed that the 
project was set up on a directive 
from the Army service forces, that 
there were 23 artists in the armed 
services and 19 civilians engaged 
in the work, and that between 
$20,000 and $30,000 had been spent 
thus far. American artists are 
sent to the battlefronts to record 
in oil for posterity scenes of Amer-~ 
ican fighting men in action. 

Pressing for an explanation as to 
why the appropriation was carried

He asserted that Class One rail- 
roads in 1942 made a record high 
net operating income of $1,480,- 
940,760, after all taxes had been 
deducted, and that Department of 
Commerce reports indicate the 
roads were increasing their divi- 
dend disbursements by about 45 
per cent this year. He added that 
35 of the Class One railroads re- 
duced their indebtedness in 1942 by ' th

Corps,” which he said was “well 
organized, and has employed the 
brains of big business to a re- 
markaple degree.” 

Synthetic Rubber Output. 

Reporting on a visit to a syn- 
thetic rubber plant at Akron, O., 
Gen. Williams said, “Your produc- 
tion of synthetic rubber is much 
greater than anticipated.”

H. M. Bitner, director of the 
WPB’s newsprint section, which 
met with the committee yesterday, 
said the recommended cut would 
be effective July 1, and that the 
committee at the same time sug- 
gested .that newspapers’ invento- 
ries be reduced from the present 
75 days to.50 days. 

Canadian newsprint manu- 
facturers have promised this coun- 
try 210,000 tons of newsprint a 
month, but American demands 
have been running at the rate of 
240,000 tons. 

December Reduction. 

Last December a program 
worked out by the WPB was ex- 
pected to achieve a 10 per cent re- 
duction in newsprint consumption, 
but WPB said the reduction ac- 
complished amounted only to about 
5 per cent. Thus it would appear 
today’s recommendation would 
bring consumption into line. with 
the intention of last December's 
program. 

The recommendation, deemed 
certain to be accepted by WPB, 
proposes that there be no further 
cut on the first 26 tons a quarter 
for papers which consume not 
more than 600 tons a quarter. 
This exemption was intended to 
avoid hardships on the smaller pa- 
pers.

“(3) It would be possible to cor- 
rect any inequality that results 
from basing the pay of all the 
miners on the hours worked at 
their working places, regardless of 
the amount of time that the in- 
dividual worker has to spend in 
traveling. The basis of payment 
might be for all hours during 
which the miner was underground; 
that is, from portal to portal. That 
has been done in other mining in- 
dustries. It would be a radical 


that the claim of the mine workers 
for travel pay involved the asser- 
tion of a legal right under the 
Fair Labor Standards Act. A legal 
claim of that kind, if it has any 
foundation at all, is an unknown 
liability hanging over the business 
of every bituminous coal operator, 
and there is nothing more destruc- 
tive of business than hidden liens 
and unknown Mabilities. We 
pointed out that if the parties could 
honestly settle this legal claim on 
a basis genuinely related to what 
might legally be recovered under 
the Fair Labor Standards Act, the 
War Labor Board would be able to 
approve the payment of _ the 
amount of money involved in the 
settlement, -because the statutes, 
and executive orders, under which 
the board operates permit, of 
course, the payment to any worker 
of any additional compensation to 
which he is entitled by law. 

“We extended to the parties an 
opportunity to try to settle this 
legal claim by agreement, but they 
have been unable to do so. We 
cannot force upon them a settle- 
ment of a lawsuit which we have

This would not, of course, correct 
that inequality which comes from 
varying times of travel by differ- 
ent mine workers. Sam Smith who 
works seven hours at his working 
place in the mine and has to spend 
two hours a day getting in and out 
would still get the same wage as 
John Jones who works seven hours 
at his working place in the mine 
and has to spend only 20 minutes 
getting in and out. It would not 
be in fact payment to the mine 
workers for portal to portal. It 
is merely a general wage increase 
supported by the argument that 
the mine workers, although they 
are willing to continue to put up 


no power to decide. Therefore, we 
have been unable to approve any 
further wage increase to the mine 
workers than the increase in va- 
cation pay and the payment by the 
operators for safety equipment and 
devices, blacksmithing, and neces- 
sary tools and equipment, which 
we approved in our directive order 
of May 25.”

Will Present Price Complaint 


of Grain Men at National 
Conference Next Week. 


JEFFERSON CITY, June 18 
(AP).—Missouri grain. and feed 
men appealed to Gov. Forrest C. 
Donnell yesterday for his aid in

age of corn in the Midwest. 

Main target of the feed men was 
the Office of Price Administration 
ceiling on corn prices. 

‘Although no definite action 
came out of the two-hour confer- 
ence with the Governor, he prom- 
ised to call the matter to the atten- 
tion of the National Governor’s 
Conference at Columbus, O., next 
week. 

“There’s no ceiling on wheat or 
oats or barley,” said Forest W. 
Lipscomb, Springfield, Mo. “Let the 
farmers get corn at some price or 
another and they’ll take a chance 
on coming out on their livestock. 
They've always worked out their 
own salvation.” 

Lipscomb said he understood the 
Government was permitting corn 
refiners to buy the grain at 5 cents 
a bushel above the ceiling price. 


Truman Says OPA Promises an 
Immediate Solution. 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP).— 
Unless corn is made available to 
‘feeders and processors right away, 
the country will be in a “pretty bad 
fix,” Senator Truman (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, said yesterday. 

“The Office of Price Adminis- 
tration has promised an immediate 
solution,” Truman said, but OPA 
“wouldn’t tell” him what the solu- 
tion might be. 

“I think they may have a sub- 
sidy in mind and h&lthough I’ve 
never been very much in favor of 
subsidies, anything that would 
make feed and meat would be all 
right now,” he said.

‘Rookies of December’ Became ‘Veterans of 
January,’ Nd Country Could Ask for 
More Than They Gave, Writer Says. 


LONDON, June 18 (AP).—A 
Lritish war correspondent back 
from North Africa reports that no 
country could ask for more than 
the United States troops gave so 
cheerfully on the Tunisian battle- 
fields, where “rookies of Decem- 
ber” became “veterans of Janu- 
ary” by the sheer will to win. 


The reporter, A. D. Divine, at- 
tached to the American troops on 
the Medjez-el-Bab sector, wrote in 
the Daily Sketch today that while 
the Germans held the initiative 
“there was in America a consider- 
able volume of adverse comment 
directed both at American leader- 
ship and in certain extreme cases 
at American soldiers .. .” 

“Events have answered the 
critics on the score of generalship 
and leadership,” he wrote. 

He said h- saw American troops 
“under the stress of calamity” and 
went on: 

“Within four days of firing their 


first shot against the enemy they 
had passed through every stage, 
from, overconfidence to disaster 
and back again to fighting ef- 
ficiency; and they did it without 
aid from the outside, did it with 
their own sweat and their own 
blood. 

“C company of the 70lst Tank 
Destroyers lived through those 
days to become one of the finest 
fighting units in the American 
Army.” 

Divine said he saw the same hap- 
pen on a larger scale to Combat 
Command B of the American bri- 
gade which came in as reinforce- 
ments at Tebourba. He wrote: : 


“Combat Command B was de- 
feated outside of Medjez-el-Bab in 
the tragedy of early December... 

“I saw Combat B pass through 
its bitter days and I saw it four 
months’ fater flung like a thin 
screen across the wide valley be- 
fore Sbeitla to stop a rush of the

STATE SHLES TAX BL 
REPORTED TO SENATE 


Committee Proposes That 2 
Per Cent Levy Be 
Made Permanent. 


JEFFERSON CITY, June 18 
(AP).—A ghost of Gov. Forrest C. 
Donnell’s tax consolidation pro- 
gram went into the Senate cham- 
ber today—reduced to nothing more 
than a re-enactment of Missouri's 
10-year-old sales tax law. 


But it proposed té re-enact the 
2 per cent levy as a permanent tax 
—not just for two years at a time 
as in the past. The sales tax, born 
out of the depression in 1933 as an 
“emergency” measure, has grown 
into the S§State’s chief revenue 
source—a producer of 31 million 
dollars last year. 

The Senate Ways and Means 
Committee took one of the 33 bills 
with which the Governor hoped to 
build a State Department of Rev- 
enue, amended it here and there 
and finally came up with a reason- 
able facsimile of the original sales 
tax bill, stalled in the House for 
weeks, 

The tax consolidation program 
itself was killed this week when 
the Senate retrenchment commit- 
tee voted down the two key bills 
of the plan. 

The Senate Ways and Means 
Committee approved another bill— 
already through the House—which 
would impose a use tax on auto- 
mobiles. Purpose of the measure, 
supporters said, is to keep Mis- 
sourians from going out of the 
State to buy cars because they 
escape the 2 per cent tax. 

The Governor vetoed a similar 
bill two years ago.

Robert E. Lee Hill of Columbia 
was named general chairman of 
the United States Treasury's third 
war loan drive for out-state Mis- 
souri yesterday.

Memorandum Text: Bill “Essence 
Ot Fascism and Born of Revenge” 


Following is the text of the 
memorandum presented to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt: 

The “war labor dispute act” is a 
wicked, vicious bill. It is the worst 
anti-labor bill passed by Congress 
in the last hundred years, It is 
born of revenge and malice. It is 
the very essence of Facism. It de- 
stroys the philosophy of voluntar- 
ism on which free trade unionism 
is founded. 


Its enactment follows the tac- 
tics of the Fascists who, as 2a 
forerunner to totalitarianism, first 
attacked and destroyed free trade | 
unions in Germany and Italy. 

It does more—it destroys the 
foundation on which the principles 
of collective bargaining rest. In 
the last 10 years the Government 
has caused to be enacted a num-_| 

ber of measures, all of which were 
designed directly or indirectly to 
establish and maintain the prin- 
ciple of collective bargaining 
through representatives chosen by 
workers. 

All that has been built up dur- 
ing these past 10 years is now be- 
ing rendered ineffective and vir- 
tually destroyed by limiting, cir- 
cumscribing and prohibiting the 
normal functioning of trade unions 
through this vicious enactment. 

Compulsion, civil damage and 
criminal penalties are the unholy 
trinity by which this act accom- 
plishes its evil purpose. 

It is not necessary to direct at- 
tention to all of the evil effects of | 
all of the provisions contained in 
this bill. It will suffice to point 
out the gross. injustices contained 
in the more important sections. 


Denies Right of Appeal. 

(a) Section 5 denies to minori- 
ties the fundamental right of ap- 
plying to the National War Labor 
Board for a change in wages or 
other terms or conditions of em- 
ployment in plants, mines, etc., of 
which possession is taken under 
the act. This section permits the 
“government agency operating 
such plant, mine or facility, or a 
majority of the employes of such 
plant, mine, or facility, or their 
representatives, (to) apply to the 
National War Labor Board for a 
‘change in wages or other terms or 
conditions of employment.” 

It is highly unjust, unfair and 
discriminatory to deny to a minor- 
ity group of workers or their rep-; 

ntatives the right to make 
such application-when such work- 
ers have a just grievance respect- 
ing employment conditions. 

The right, accorded the major- 
ity, and denied to the minority, 
will, inevitably produce unrest and 
dissatisfaction. The National La- 
bor Relations Act specifically per- 
mits an individual employe to pre- 
sent any grievance he has to his 
employer, and this is not consid- 
ered an interference with. the 
rights of the exclusive representa- 
tive to bargain collectively and en- 
ter into an agreement on behalf of 
all the employes. 

It may well be that there is no 
exclusive bargaining agent, and in 
such circumstances minority 
groups, under the National Labor 
Relations Act, have the right to 
present grievances and bargain 
with the employer respecting 
wages, hours and working condi- 
tions. 

But, under Section 5 of the bill, 
only majority groups of employes, 
or their representative, may apply 
to the War Labor Board, and un- 
less the government agency oper- 
ating such plant, etc., makes ap- 
plication on behalf of minority 
groups have no way of presenting 
their grievances or having them 
considered by the board. 

Bars Right to Bargain. 
(b) Section 6 is highly offensive. 


doctrine of conspiracy which em- 
ployers and anti-labor judges used 
for 50 years prior to enactment of 
Section 20 of the Clayton Act to 
curtail and prohibit labor unions 
in their efforts to organize and to 
obtain the right to bargain collec- 
tively. 


Both Section 20 of the Clayton 
Act and the Norris-LaGuardia Act 
removed the doctrine of conspiracy 
in labor cases. Government by in- 
junction was possible only under 
this doctrine. Te ei poner 


Section 6 of the present act re- 
establishes the doctrine by provid- 
ing that “whenever any plant, 
mine, or facility is in the posses- 
sion of the United States, it shall 
be unlawful for any person (1) to 
coerce, instigate, induce, conspire 
with, or encourage any person, to 
interfere by lockout, strike, slow- 
down, or other interruption, With 
the operation of such plant, mine 
or facility, .. .” 

The law does not stop with the 
above quoted broad provision. It 
goes further and provides that it 
shall be illegal “to aid in such lock- 
out, strike, slowdown, or other in- 
terruption interfering with the op- 
eration of such plant, mine or fa- 
cility by giving direction or guid- 
ance in the conduct of such in- 
terruption, or by providing funds 
for the conduct or direction there- 


of, or for the payment of strike, 


unemployment or other benefits to 
those participating therein.” 

A Machiavelian twist is given to 
the section by providing that “no 
individual shall be deemed to have 
violated the provisions of this sec- 
tion by reason only of his having 
ceased work or having refused to 
continue to work or accept employ- 
ment.” 

With the doctrine of conspiracy 
re-established, it requires little im- 
agination to perceive the _ total 
worthlessness of this guarantee. 
Individuals having just grievances 
do not cease work singly. Even if 
they did, the fact that two or more 
quit at the same time would be 
evidence of a conspiracy upon 
which a conviction could be had. 
Cites Brandeis Opinion. 

The provision, viewed as a whole, 
establishes involuntary servitude 
so forcefully condemned by Jus- 
tice Brandeis in his famous dissent 
in Bedford Cut Stone Co. vs. Jour- 
neymen Stone Cutters’ Association, 
274 U. 8S. 412. Justice Brandeis 
said: 

“If, on the undisputed facts of 
this case, refusal to work can be 
enjoined, Congress created by the 
Sherman law and the Clayton Act 
an instrument for imposing re- 
straints upon labor which reminds 
of involuntary servitude.” 

Significant, too, is the broad 
language used by which many in- 
nocent persons may be caught in 
the dragnet of conspiracy. The 
words “induce,” “encourage,” 
“interfere,” etc., words which were 
productive of so much mischief in 
the days when government by in- 
junction flourished, the likewise re- 
established and made the basis of 
criminal conviction. 

Indeed, a discussion of griev- 
ances at a union meeting or, for 
that matter, a discussion of them 
in the public press can, under the 
terminology of this section, con- 
stitute crimes. Likewise, “giving 
direction or guidance’ is suscepti- 
ble to broad construction so as to 
convict one who is indeed en- 
deavoring to be helpful in avoid- 
ing labor strife. 

If a union voted to grant relief, 
such as the furnishing of food, 
to wives and children of workers 
who ceased employment, the of- 
ficers and membe= of the union 
could be sent to prison. The sec- 
tion clearly violates the constitu-

(D) Despite the fact that the 
sponsors of the bill vociferously 
proclaimed against strikes in war- 
time, the bill expressly encourages 
strikes. Comparison should be 
made between Section 8 of the bill 
and the “no-strike” pledge given 
by labor. The no-strike pledge on 
the part of labor holds good 
throughout the war, and in all 
plants and under all circum- 
stances. 

This bill, however, with the ex- 
ception of plants taken over or 
possessed by the Government, per- 
mits striking, provided a notice is 
given the war contractor with 
whom ‘the workers are in dispute, 
and to the Secretary of Labor, the 
National War Labor Board and 
the National Labor Relations 
Board, and provided 30 days are 
permitted to elapse from the time 
of the giving of the notice and 
that a secret ballot is promptly 
taken by the National Labor Re- 
lations Board. 

Thus, there is substituted for the 
no-strike pledge for the duration 
of the war _a brief cooling-off peri- 
od, after which a strike may be 
called.

13-TO-1 AIR SCORE OVER GUADALCANAL

HE tremendous air battle over 

Guadalcanal, announced yes- 

terday, indicated in my opinion, 
that the Japanese finally are on 
the defensive in that area. That 
was our role for many long weary 
months. This time it was the Jap- 
anese who were trying to check an 
American advance. 


That they consider the situation 
important and perhaps critical is 
shown by the fact they used 
120 fighters and bombers in 
their desperate and futile assault. 

The results, as announced in 
Navy communiques and in dis- 
patches from the South Pacific, 
toss a lie right back into the teath 
of Premier Tojo and the Japanese 
propagandists.

13-to-1 Score for U. S. 


Well, 32 Japanese dive bombers 
and 45 Zero fighters were shot 
down in the fierce engagement, as 
compared with a loss of six Amer- 
ican fighters. That’s 13 to one— 
and heaven help the Japanese if 
we ever get what they would call 
a properly trained air force in the 
South Pacific. 


The reason for the battle was 
not disclosed, but by com- 
bining information in dispatches 
from an advanced South Pa- 
cific base and statements broad- 
cast from Tokyo, it can be mferred 
that.a rather large Allied convoy 
was the Japanese objective.

MEDITERRANEAN LESSONS 


‘CRETE, PANTELLERIA, LAMPEDUSA 


By PAUL SCHUBERT

HE fall of Pantelleria was an- 
Totter milestone of war. This 

war has seen many such mile- 
stones, but none more momentous 
than that so eloquently recorded 
in the photograph of Pantelleria 
airdrome marked by the white 
cross of surrender. The battered 
airdrome, hazy under the dust of 
long assault, hints at the terrible 
destruction of the repeated bomb- 
ings which reduced this strong- 
hold. The fact that Lampedusa 
and Linosa followed suit empha- 
sizes the milestone nature of the 
victory. 

Our airmen are elated over the 
conquest of Pantelleria—elated as 
airmen because air power fur- 
nished the greater part of the 
conquering force, elated as Amer- 
icans because American aircraft 
were prominent in the job. Be- 
yond that, elated as soldiers, be- 
cause this is a victory of the kind 
that soldiers dream about—a vic- 
tory in which a smaller number 
of men, suffering only slight loss 
in casualties to themselves, van- 
quished numerically superior force. 

Coming at this moment, the con- 
quest of Pantelleria is a happy 
promise that we shall be able to 
do the much bigger job in front 


of us—a job in which we shall be 


almost always numerically inferior. 


At Pantelleria, enemy forces to- 
taling “over 10,000 men”—estimat- 
ed by some observers to be as 
many as 15,000—surrendered with- 
out combat to an occupation force 
probably not much more than a 
quarter as strong in numbers, The 
Pantelleria position was heavily 
fortified, in a conventional sense. 
By the use of conventional war- 
fare, we should have been forced 
to mass both overwhelming naval 
strength for the gun-bombardment 
of the island, and also to land su- 
perior numbers of troops—i. e., to 
invade the island. Of all war's 
operations, the invasion of a hos- 


tile shore is usually accomplished 
only at the price of heaviest sac- 
rifice in blood and death, 


Tactics of Crete. 
ARLIER in the war, the Ger 
mans accomplished an invasion 
in which a numerically inferior 
force won the island of Crete, 
This, too, was called a milestone 
of war. 

At Crete the invading force ac- 
complished its job largely by «a 
combination of surprise and novel 
tactics. Coming in by air trans- 
port, landing by parachute, glider 
and crash-landed plane, the in- 
vaders leaped right over the coast 
which was the traditional invasion 
barrier—they captured airdromes 
(inland “harbors”) and gained fa- 
vorable strategic position, and then 
went on to win the island in battle 
against its British and Greek de 
fenders, 

Milestone though it was, Crete 
was merely an extension of older 
methods of invasion. At Crete the 
novelty was one of transport—the 
battle for the island remained a 
fight between men on the ground; 
it cost the Germans considerable 
casualties; disparity in numbers 
was not extraordinary—and with a 
slight change in the “breaks,” the 
battle might equally well have 
gone the other way.

Pantelleria Costly. 

HE novelty of Pantelleria, on 

the other hand, is the fact that 
conquest was achieved by concen- 
trated air bombardment, ¢arried 
out over a period of several days 
at a minimal doss in human cas- 
ualties (thanks to overwhelming 
air superiority). The bombard- 
ment was supplemented by naval 
bombardment (whose results were 
much admired by the airmen) and 
by the naval “blockade” of the 
island. 

The bombardment of Pantelleria, 
though it cost little in human life, 
cost considerable in time and con- 
siderable in money.

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Says Germans Are Paranoiacs. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
I N your editorial of Sunday, June 11, 

you seem to think it ominous to be- 
lieve that Germany is a paranoiac nation 
and that those who promote this idea are 
contributing to hate propaganda and 
quoting only from Genghis Khan, Mach- 
javelli, Nietzsche and Oswald Spengler, 
as it were. Such is not the case. 

It is merely an effort to understand 
not the individual, but the collective, 
mind of a nation that will submit to the 
philosophy of the present German lead- 
ership. It makes no difference what the 
Germans have studied or produced, if 
it winds up in the mood of the four 
characters mentioned, and it is that 
mood we have to contend with as a prac- 
ical matter. 

You ought to know that we deal with 
a nation collectively and not as indi- 
viduals. Therefore, us to the German 
nation, paranola is the correct term to 
use, regardless of what some psychia- 
trists and editors may say. The milk- 
and-water explanations used after the 
last war permitted the Germans to laugh 
at us and fool us. If they did not fool 
us, then there was something rotten in 
other places besides Denmark. 

Your idea that the people who give 
their blood and shed their tears, in the 
elimination of the idea propagated by 
these supermen, will be satisfied with a 
trial of_a few of the leaders is asinine— 
even for an editor. Your idea of mill- 
tary occupation is correct. Germany 
must not be permitted to rearm, The 
United Nations can guarantee whatever 
security may be needed from aggres- 
sors. 

Physical guns must be held on Ger- 
many until the intellectual guns, which 
must also be turned on her, have had 
time to do their work. Much has been 
said about re-educating the Germans. 
Whether you think this a “grandiose 
scheme” or not, the job must be done, 
or the alternative is: the Germans will 
surrender and live to fight another day.

THE SHIPSHAW SCANDAL. 

An enormous power afd aluminum plant is being 
bullt in the Canadian wilderness, at Shipshaw on 
the Saguenay River, which flows from Lake St. John 
into the St. Lawrence, 

Great difficulties are being overcome on the proj- 
ect. Last winter, the temperature fell to 30 below 


zero, but the work went on. Solid rock by the! 


thousands of tons had to be blasted away. One dam 
site is inaccessible by railroad or highway, so air- 
planes were used to bring in men, horses; trucks, 
digging machines and steam shovels, weighing many 
tons in all. 

When the plant is completed next November, it 


‘will have a power-production capacity about 50 per 
‘| cent greater than that of Boulder Dam. 


It will pro- 
duce far more electricity than had been planned for 
the long-discussed St. Lawrence project. It will be 
a valued war asset to the United Nations in produc- 
ing great quantities of aluminum. 

These aspects of the Shipshaw project must be 
contrasted, however, with the exceedingly dubious 
financial methods which made its construction pos- 
sible. There are other questionable angles about 
the undertaking which also have not received the 
public attention that they deserve. 

This plant in Quebet, being built by Aluminum 
Co. of Canada, Ltd., a subsidiary of the Aluminum 
Co. of America, has been fully financed, and then 
some, by the taxpayers of the United States. 

Jesse Jones, head of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation, advanced the money without public 
announcement almost two years ago. The cost of 
the project will be $65,900,000, and the Metals Re- 
serve Co., a subsidiary of RFC, handed the company 
a total of $68,500,000. 

This is to be repaid in time by the delivery of 
aluminum, but the company pays no interest. It 
has contracted to deliver 685,000 tons of aluminum 
by Dec, 31, 1945, as settlement in full, but if the 
war ends before that time and the Government 
stops its purchases of the metal, there is no further 
obligation. 

In an emergency, with vast amounts of aluminum 
required for war planes and other purposes, there 
may have been some justification for the unusual 
financing arrangement that will give the company 
an elaborate plant, fully paid for, by the end of the 
war, and thus a great advantage over all competi- 
tors. 

But what excuse can there be for such a financial 
deal on a plant being built in another country, where 
it will not be stibject to American taxation, anti- 
trust laws, labor regulations or any other laws? 

Washington granted the highest priorities on the 
materials and equipment needed for the Shipshaw 
plant. Meanwhile, it stopped work on the expansion 
of power facilities at Government-owned plants 
within the United States. Representative John M. 
Coffee of Washington, speaking in the House a few 
days ago, said that a new dam and powerhouse at 
Grand Coulee are ready for installation of three 
generating units with a capacity of 108,000 kilowatts 
each. Work on these generators was halted, while 
that on units for Shipshaw was rushed. Similarly, 
expansion of TVA and many other public projects 
was stopped. Can it be that influence has been 
brought on Washington authorities not to encourage 
our public power projects too much? 

The discouraging of public undertakings is indi- 
cated by a remark in the Public Utilities Review, to 
the effect that the Shipshaw plant “will create con- 
siderable apathy toward the potential development 
of the St. Lawrence.” 

The Canadian Government waived a considerable 
amount of taxes on the project, but all opinion ir 
that country does not favor the scheme. A member 
of the Canadian House of Commons, M. J. Coldwell, 
said in an address May 14: 


These powerful aluminum interests have ob- 
tained in effect the greatest power resources at 
present ayailable in the world, virtually as a 
gift; and thug they can effectively block in On- 
tario and New York State and Eastern North 
America any Government-owned public power 
development. ... 

Not only that, but they will be able, through 
the cheapness of power, to control the price of 
aluminum almost everywhere on earth... . We 
are building up a dangerous monopoly by our 
public funds and war activities. 


The Shipshaw project thus has many provocative 
phases—the methods of Jesse Jones, the public pow- 
er issue, the monopoly issue, the policy of making a 
munificent gift to a powerful corporation. 

Representative Coffee has introduced a resolution 
calling for a joint congressional investigation of this 
whole undertaking. It should, by all means, be ap- 
proved by Congress so that all the facts of the 
strange project may be spread on the records. 
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THE CHORE OF PRESENT-DAY TRAVEL. 

Of travel nowadays it can be accurately said, as 
Oscar Wilde said of marriage, that everyone ought 
to try it at least once if only to see how much it’s 
been overrated, It seems, therefore, that Trans- 
portation Director Joseph B, Eastman speaks true 
talk when he says that most people, after traveling 
once or twice under present conditions, will cease 
and desist of their own free will. 

While the railroads and busses are doing a man- 
sized job under the most trying circumstances, trav- 
eling has ceased to be a pleasure and has become 
a wearing chore. How thoroughly this is so, no 
one will really appreciate without trying it. Only 
one word of advice: If you’re taking a vacation 
trip, leave plenty of time for a nice, long rest when 
you get back. You'll need it. 
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300,000 SCALPS. 

The discharge of 300,000 employes of the United 
States Government was recommended yesterday by 
the Joint Committee on Reduction of Non-essential 
Federal Expenditures, of which Senator Byrd of 
Virginia is chairman. The committee did not, how- 
ever, make out a list of 300,000 names. 

It ig one thing to stand on the sidelines and de- 
precate the size of an agency’s personnel, and quite 
another to engage, with that personnel, to get a job 
done. The results that are being demanded of 
Government administrators these days are fantastic. 
The things that ordinarily couldn’t be done afe the 
very things that now absolutely must be done, Such 
heroic results aren’t achieved by orthodox methods. 
Tremendous waste is ufiavoidable. Economy is. not 
the supreme motive; winning the war is. 

There should be, of course, continuous analysis 
and improvement, which can be well done only by 
specialists who understand the nature of the work 
about which they are making recommendations, For 
example, the Treasury is planning to increase its 
personnel by 10,000 to 156,000 to take care of pay- 
as-you-go tax returns. Would Senator Byrd’s com- 
mittee say that is too many? Whatever it said, 
the only person whose opinion would be competent 


would be a person skilled in the specialized work 
of income-tax collection. 

Senator Byrd, who has been trying to liquidate 
FSA and HOLC, will bring about at least one re- 
sult in his present effort to liquidate 300,000 Gov- 
ernment jobs. Several times 300,000 Government em-

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TEAM PLAY FOR PROSPERITY. 

On the good old assumption that the Lord helps 
those who help themselves, St. Louis industry ia 
making an approach to postwar planning. The re- 
cently created Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment is getting up steam for a drive to induce the 
managers of some 2400 industrial concerns to pre- 
pare specific programs for the day after Armistice 
day. 

According to its chairman, William D. McClellan, 
the committee wants to know, first of all, how many 
men will be employed in each plant in the first few 
critical months after the war. It plans to hire a 
“guide to tomorrow” and to provide him with a 
staff and an office so that he may be able to fur- 
nish information on postwar marketing conditions, 
purchasing power, new materials, equipmént, fi- 
nancing and the like, The idea is not to pry into 
the affairs of specific industries, but to help them 
to get down to brass tacks, 

This calls for cheers. It ig taking the step from 
mere talk about planning and research to an actual 
count of the men who will be at the lathe and the 
pay-window. Especially encouraging is the argu- 
ment of W. 8. Symington, president of Emerson 
Hlectric, that manufacturersghad better tie their 
plans to the products they have been making rather 
than to something new which may or may. not come 
out of the laboratory. It will take time, he pointed 
out, to put a new product on the market. The need 
to keep the factories open and the employes on the 
payroll will not be met by a prospectus and an 
advance order blank. 

The time required for innovations, of course, will 
vary from industry to industry. Time will be re- 
quired even for converting many a plant to its 
former uses. And there are other imponderables in- 
volved in the problem of getting back to peacetime 
production. The big idea is to whittle these down 
as much as possible, to anticipate them, to make 
necessary changes in advance—if possible, and, if 
not, to have blueprints ready for a quick start. 

The general welfare will be well served if in- 
dustry follows through on an imaginative program 
such as the one being formulated here. 

Postwar prosperity, just like the fighting of the 
war, will be an all-out job calling for contributions 
from the manufacturer, the merchant, the banker 
and the Government. It will be soundly based if 
this is realized from the beginning and if all con- 
cerned will co-ordinate their efforts. It calls for 
team play. Americans are supposed to be the best 
people in the world at team play. 
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BACK TO “CITY HOSPITAL”? 

It is pretty hard to read about the aldermanic 
proceedings to change the name of the city hospital 
back to “City Hospital” without a ‘smile. The in- 
stitution went by that name for the better part of 
of a century, Then, a few months ago, it was changed 
to “Max C. Starkloff Hospital” in honor of a former 
Health Commissioner. And now, well—it looks as 
though it will again be “City Hospital.” 

It seems that the Aldermen offended more people 
than they pleased when they changed the name. 
For-one thing, they have just about the whole hos- 
pital staff buzzing about their official ears—and most 
of the doctors who received part of their training 
there. It is a distinction among medical men to be 
or to have been. connected with St. Louis City 
Hospital, the doctors say, while “nobody” has ever 
heard of Starkloff Hospital. 

Staff members will resign, medical studertts will 
refuse to become interns there and nurses will go 
elsewhere for training, it is ominously hinted. 
Furthermore, 8t. Louisans do not know where to go 
when informed that an injured relative has been 
taken to “Starklof? Hospital.” 

It probably is not as bad as all that. But the 
Aldermen are learning that they cannot tamper with 
an accepted and respected name—even if it is not 
particularly elegant—without stirring .up angry 
resentment. 
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WISHING WON'T MAKE IT SO. 

The Fascist gentry who dominate Rumania, not 
being blind, note the direction of the military wind 
and indicate a disposition to get out of the war. 
This development is properly told in the nation's 
press—and sometimes with headlines of a size out 
of all proportion to the significance of the story 
from the Balkans. Because, it must be calmly re- 
called, no matter how badly the Rumanians want to 
get out of the war, the problem remains: Just 
where are the Rumanians going to go to accomplish 
their desire? 

In the first place, Rumania, for all practical pur- 
poses, is quite as much an occupied country as is 
France or Norway or Luxembourg. If anyone doubts 
it, he need only heed the current dispatch relating 
that the chief of the German security police is on 
his way to Bucharest to “reorganize” the Rumanian 
police force. There isn’t much doubt what that 
means, 

Secondly, Rumanian oil ig the chief source of Hit- 
ler’s petrol supply. Can anyone imagine the gracious 
Adolf ordering the Wehrmacht out of the oil fields 
simply because Antonescu, the Rumanian Premier, 
bet on the wrong horse and now wants to get from 
under? And what of Rumanian troops scattered 
among the Germans on the Russian front? Let the 
boys from -the Balkans so much ag indicate they 
are about to catch the first train for Bucharest and 
they will get their answer—and the folks back home 
will say it with flowers, 

There also is a little problem of political geog- 
raphy. Rumania on all sides but one is surrounded 
by nations either occupied by or satellites of the 
Nazis. The remaining side is the Black Sea, sailed 
in those waters by a German fleet. Rumania well 
may remember Hitler’s word of 1938—the word was 
“encirclement.” 

Yes, it is very pleasant that Rumania wants to get 
out of the war. It is, certainly, not unimportant. 
It is a reading on the barometer that shows the dis- 
position of the other Fascist thugs in the Balkans. 
But in this war, wishing won't make it so, 
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A laundry was held up, but, contrary to all ex- 
pectations, it turned out not to be a customer trying 
to get week-before-last’s bundle back.

Thrift, Foundation of Democracy 


The Mirrer

Accumulation of property and money is held to be the basis of 
free enterprise and our form of society; war presents taxes in 
new light, writer says, but the habit of saving must be encouraged 
in postwar world if we are to preserve our American way of life. 


From the New England Letter of the First National Bank of Boston. 


AR diluminates with stark reality the 
W values of the American way of living. 

Many virtues and some faults are ap- 
parent. But among the virtues, thrift 
stands next to the desire for freedom as 
the clearest explanation why America leads 
the world in high living standards. 


Today, all who cherish liberty rely.with 
their very life on the American thrift of 
previous years which created mammoth 
manufacturing plants and intricate com- 
munication facilities. It is well, therefore, 
to understand the nature of thrift so that 
we do not blindly subscribe to theories 
which might destroy the driving force that 
built up our country. 


Incentive to Save. 


The historian, James Truslow Adams, has 
gaid that “whatever the future may hold, 
history teaches that in the past the ascent 
of man from the savage state has been 
due to man’s instinctive desire to acquire 
private property and to his discovery of 
the advantages of thrift.” 


Thrift plays an important part in develop- 
ing the mind and character of citizens. 
Formal education, especially in the United 
States, is a constant reminder of the ability 
of a democratic people to save for the com- 
mon good. 

The incentive to save has only grown 
This is im- 
portant to democracies. To continue our 
form of society, we must not only preserve 
our present savings or capital, but must 
continue to accumulate. 


A socialistic state is one where property 
is owned in common, A free enterprise 
democratic state is one where individuals 
own and direct the disposition of property. 
When this disposition is drastically cur- 
tailed, the urge to accumulate will likewise 
be drastically curtailed. This would result 
in the replacement of our free enterprise 
system and democratic Government with a 
socialistic form of society, 


Wealth and Taxes. 


Many social reformers are under the illu- 
sion that great wealth is used solely by 
the individual who earns it. They over- 
look the elementary rule that some pota- 
toes must be laid aside for the crops of 
future years. The larger the savings, the 
more the community shares in the bene 
fits. 


Managers of large wealth, for the most 
part, direct their investments into produc- 


tive channels, thereby furnishing employ- 
ment for millions of workers. Thus it is 
of utmost importance that no obstacles be 
placed in the way of handing over to the 
next generation the savings of this gen- 
eration, 


While the war presents the question of 
taxes in a new light, the need for stimulat- 
ing savings is greater now than ever be- 
fore. The greatest bulwark against infla- 
tion would be for each individual to save 
all he possibly can. Our much-advertised 
American way of life will be a failure if 
laws are passed that discourage the ac- 
cumulation or the transmittal of property. 


Taxes are already so high that there is 
real danger of destroying the incentive to 
save and accumulate property. The com- 
paratively small amount of revenue that 
would be collected from still higher inheri- 
tance taxes, as proposed, would be more 
than offset by the devastating effects of 
such a measure upon the economic sys- 
tem. When the bulk of large private es- 
tates is confiscated through inheritance 
taxes, the proceeds are used for current ex- 
penses. This is spending the principal and 
thus destroying the capital. Following such 
ideas would be acting like a farmer who 
eats his seed potatoes. 


The Way to Progress. 


The better life will not emerge overnight 
through radical social reforms. A broader 
distribution of wealth comes through in- 
creased productivity; it is a gradual pro- 
cess. 

Abraham Lincoln said: “Property is the 
fruit of labor; property is desirable, and is 
a positive good to the world. That some 
should be rich shows that others may be- 
come rich, and hence is just encourage 
ment to industry and enterprise. Let not 
him who is houseless pull down the house 
of another, but let him work diligently and 
build one for himself, thus by example in- 
suring that his own shall be e from vio- 
lence when built.” 

If the incentive to save is destroyed, then 
the Bill of Rights and the Four Freedoms 
expounded in the Atlantic Charter will be 
“gone with the wind.” The American way 
of life would then become an empty dream, 
replaced by regimentation of all social and 
economic activities. 

Before it is too late, the people of this 
country should heed the words of Abraham 
Lincoln and not the siren voices whose 
philosophy would destroy the foundation 
upon which this nation has been built, 


A Clear Case of FSA’s Value

Wage Silent War on Hitler 


“The Silent War,” by Jon B. Jansen and Stefan 
Weyl. (J. B. Lippincott & Oo., Philadelphia.) 


ERE is a book on the underground 
movement in Nazi Germany that should 
be reliable, for its authors, writing under 
pseudonyms, were actual participants in the 
movement until they fled to this country 
in 1989. Their story ig void of rumors and 
exaggeration. Miscalculations, such as the 
underground’s early belief that Hitlerism 
was only something temporary, are readily 
admitted. Information that has leaked 
through Nazi censorship in the last several 
years is presented with a word of caution, 
Weyl, a scientist, was active in the So- 
cialist student movement. The Nazis could 
prove nothing on him, but imprisoned him 
anyway, and his sentence ended just before 
war was declared. Jansen, a metal worker, 
was a unionist and member of the Social 
Democratic labor movement. He escaped 
to a Scandinavian country when warned 
that he was on the Gestapo list.

Ie there still an underground in Ger 
many? The authors report: “Today we 
can say with certainty that there is hardly 
a town of any size in Germany in which 
there is not some sort of organization.” 
And they mean anti-Nazi. 

Early successes and failures of the under 
ground are vividly described. There is the 
stary of how the Socialist labor movement 
withstood the first of Nazi 
only to give up the fight at the polls and 
become the core of the underground. The 
reader goes to secret meetings, on carefully 
planned missions, into the trials of under- 
ground agents, with condemned agents te 
prison camps, to meetings of checker clubs 
which seem perfectly harmless to the police, 

The meaning of underground is clarified 
in this manner: “The term ‘underground’ 
is completely misleading. It belongs to « 
long past time, if it is not completely a fig- 
ment of the imagination of fiction writera, 
Hidden vaults, the faint glimmer of candle- 
light, trapdoors, sinister plotters with false 
beards are all very well in the movies. In 
the sober reality of the Third Reich, one 
would not get very far with such trap- 
pings. <A prosaic office in a large office 
building is much to be preferred and much 
safer than a romantic dungeon.” Invisible 
ink is listed among the antiquated,

The underground agent, according to the 
authors, should lead a normal life, make 
punctuality a habit, have a regular occu- 
pation and a hobby that can serve the or 
ganization, be willing to take chances. The 
organization itself must have capable lead- 
ers, a thorough check of those wanting te 
join, regular revenue, support from outside 
the country. 

A successful continental invasion by the 
Allies will greatly bolster the underground’s 
faith in the outside world. Then, the au- 
thors say, the masses will catch the spark 
and wage a successful war at home.

T is discouraging to observe how convinced most citizens of democ- 


nation can be 100 per cent indoc- 
It indicates too much 


respect for the indoctrination technique, and too little knowledge of 


the natural reactions of youth. 


During the rise of the Hitler 
regime to pewer, the Nazis drew 
some of their most active and ag- 
gressive followers from just that 
youth that had been most sys- 
tematically incéoctrinated in an op- 
posite direction. Nazi anti-capital- 
ist slogans appealed to the sons 
and daughfétrs of capitalists; anti- 
Communist slogans combined with 
revolutionary fervor, anti-Semit- 
ism, and conspiratorial forms of 
organization, drew many youth 
from Communist ranks, amongst 
them the Nazi hero Horst Wessel, 
who first was indoctrinated as a 
Marxian. 


Youth, by its very nature, resists 
its elders, as.all parents know, and 
is tempted by what is forbidden. 
And this has always been especial- 
ly true of German youth. For 
contrary to popular opinion, Ger- 
man youth have never been docile, 
but highly critical and often very 
insolent in their behavior toward 

“superiors.” 

Many of the leaders of the Nazis 
came out of the old German Youth 
Movement, which represented an 
- Insurrection against the middle 
class values and conventions of 
their parents. A century ago, the 
romantic school was another youth 
movement revolting against the 
elders. 

After the last war, the entire 
youth of Germany and Austria was 
pacifist and anti-war, as witness 
every popular war novel and play 
of the early twenties. In the city 
of Vienna, a social democratic gov- 
ernment that enjoyed uninterrupt- 
ed power until the putsch made by 
Chancellor Dollfuss, completely 
purged the grade and high schools, 
and all Viennese children were in- 
doctrinated with democratic, So- 
cialist and pacifist ideas. The 
trouble was that the life they saw 
about them did not correspond 
with what they were taught; they 
faced unemployment and bitter 
‘ need, and revolted—into whatever 
camp promised something differ- 
ent. Thus, some of the most viru- 
lent Nazis were the products of 
those highly democratic schools. 


* es . 
The Case of Scholl . 
B UT what was true for the 
shortcomings of the democratic 
regimes is a hundred-fold more 
true for the regime of the Nazis. 
The Nazis promised youth the 
moon and gave them a terrible 
war. It gave them employment, 
at terribly long hours, but has not 
given them decent food. The 
regime is 10 years old. A German 
20 years old has never seen any- 
thing but Naziism that he can 
clearly remember, and its leading 
- authorities, do not belong to his 
generation but to that of his eld- 
ers. 
Far too little attention has been 
paid to the remarkable Scholl 
case. Young Scholl had been a 


student at the University of Mu- 
nich. He left the university to go 
to war, fought in the terrible battle 
}for “ Stalingrad, was , severely 
wounded and invalided out of the 
army, returning crippled and cov- 
ered with medals to continue his 
studies, 


dressed the university assembly, 


women students. He told them 
they had no place in humanistic 
studies, and should go to work in 
war plants or, at least, begin pro- 
ducing children for the Fuehrer, 
legitimate or illegitimate. He con- 
cluded his remarks by saying, 
“and I mean that you should. begin 
tonight.” 

He was interrupted by protests 
from the students, and young 
Scholl arose and attacked the 
gauleiter, saying: “I fought af 
Stalingrad, but not for you Nazi 
bureaucrats, nor to turn Nazi 
girls into a race of prostitutes.” 
Five students were arrested and 
executed. Among them Scholl, the 
wounded “hero” of Stalingrad, and 
his“sister.

Hope in Youth. 

NDER every despotism of his- 

tory, students have been edu- 
cated in the doctrines of 
regime. They were educated‘ in 
Czarist doctrines under the Czar of 
Russia. But everywhere revolu- 
tionary revolts have been assisted 
by youth, when conditions became 
unbearable. Then the very in- 
doctrination turns back upon the 
teachers. It is a bad symptom for 
our. democracies when they lose 
faith in the original common sense 
of the human race, reborn in every 
youth. 

There is no reason be afraid 
of the youth of any nation, if the 
authorities over them practice 
what they preach, and if the youth 
is offered opportunity for life and 
happiness. The greater the fervor 
amongst youth, for Naziism or any 
other ideology, the greater their 
reaction when their hopes are be- 
trayed. The only fear we ought 
to have about the former Fascist 
youth—apart from the limited 
number of trained sadists amongst 
them, who have been originally se- 
lected for natural tendencies—is 
that a new democracy may also 
disappoint them by failing to offer 
opportunity, 

Whatever the peace terms may 
be, minor children cannot be held 
responsible for the sins of their 
elders, unless we are to accept 
the dreary Nazi philosophy that 
certain peoples are tainted with 
ineradicable sin, which is passed 


on in the very genes.

ST. LOUIS TEACHERS 
PENSION BL SINED 


In Effect Sept. 15—Provides 
$720 a Year, To Start, 
for Recipients.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 18.— 


The St. Louis teachers’ pension 
bill, affecting about 3000 public 
school teachers and. about 1500 


other school employes, was signed 
by Gov. Donnell late yesterday. 
The bill will become effective Sept. 
15, 90 days after its approval. 

The bill provides annual pensions 
starting with a maximum of $720 
a year and increasing to a maxi- 
“mum of $1000 a year after the sys- 
tem has been in operation 35 years. 
The pensions will be financed 
through contributions by teachers 
of 5 per cent of their salaries up 
to $2000 a year and an egual con- 
tribution from school funds by the 
Board of Education. 

The bill was passed last month. 
Sponsors said about 320 St. Louis 
teachers who had reached the age 
of 70 years could be retired as soon 
as the bill became effective. The 
bill requires retirement at the age 
of 70.

20 PCT. INCREASE 
IN VICTORY GARDENS 
THIS YEAR IS URGED 


Paul Stark Predicts Home- 
Grown Crops Will Be Needed 
for Another Five Years. 


NEW YORK, June 18 (AP).—If 
you put off planting a victory gar- 
den and are envious of your neigh- 
bor’s, it is not too late to start. 
Twenty per cent more gardens, are 
needed, Paul Stark of Louisiana, 
Mo., president of the National Vic- 
tory Garden Institute, asserted 
yesterday. 

Stark estimated that there are 
20 million victory gardens in the 
country being cultivated by 50 mil- 
lion persons who will produce a 
billion dollars worth of fpod. 

“But that isn’t enough,” he said. 
“More victory gardens are needed.” 

Urging those who already have 
gardens to plant such late crops as 
carrots, beets and tomatoes, Stark 
said “by repeated plantings 200 
million dollars worth more of food 
can be produced on the home front 
this year.” 

“We are faced by a real food 
shortage,” he said, “and if we want 
to eat we must have home produc- 
tion.” 

Stark predicted that “victory 
gardens «will be essential to our 
way of life for at least another five 
years.”

ARMY PRICE CHIEF SAYS WAR 
WILL MAKE FEW MILLIONAIRES 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP).— 
The “crop of war millionaires as a 
result of this war will be a very 
small one,” in the opinion of Maur- 


ice Karker, chairman of the 
Army’s Price Adjustment Board, 
provided the law atthorizing re- 
covery of excessive profits is left 
in, force and ably administered. 

In testimony made public today 
by the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, Karker reported that rene- 
gotiations conducted by the War 
Department in the period between 
April 28, 1942, when the law went 
into effect, and May 1, 1943, 
had eliminated excessive profits 
amounting to about $1,866,000,000. 

He said “American industry has 
done a superb job of production 
for war,” and added: “In only rare 
instances has it been found that 
contractors took undue or unfair 
advantage of the Government or 
that contracting officers failed to 
exercise good judgment under all 
the circumstances existing at the 
time the original contracts were 
made.”

OPA Asks for Funds for 
Six More Programs That 
Might Be Necessary.

provision is applicable to any 
strike or stoppage of work in any 
plant other than those taken over 
or possessed by the Government. 
It imposes a tremendous civil pen- 
alty which can destroy the treas- 
ury of any union in the United 
States, provided the plant is a 
large one and involves a _ large 
number of workers. Even one-half 
day’s stoppage of*work may bring 
about a penalty of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, and it may 
be imposed upon individuals as 
well as upon their union. 

One need but recall the testi- 
mony brought out before the La 
Follette committee investigating 
activities of employers in labor 
disputes to know that some em- 
ployers are not averse to the em- 
ployment of agents-provocateurs to 
stir up strife and this bill cer- 
tainly encourages such employer 
activities. 


On Political Contributions. 
(F) Section 9 makes it yunlaw- 
ful for a labor organization to 
make a political contribution. La- 
bor unions are put in the same 
class with national banks and cor- 
porations. No similar prohibition 
is provided as to fraternal organ- 
izations, church organizations, 
farm organizations and other non-

Legality Questioned. 
(H) We have specifically re- 
frained from discussing the con- 


stitutionality of the provisions con- 
tained in this bill. Many of them 
are patently unconstitutional in 
that they deny to workers freedom 
of speech and impose upon them 
involuntary servitude. However, 
the foregoing discussion demon- 
strates quite clearly that this bill, 
instead of promoting the war ef- 
fort, will be conductive to hamper- 
ing and restricting the war effort. 
If any person believes that war 
production would be increased by 
passage of the bill, or that the 
morale of the American worker 
would thereby be raised, he is ser- 
iously mistaken. 

Existing procedures have not 
only proved sufficient, but have 
operated to make possible the 
greatest production record in the 
history of this or any other coun- 
try. The American worker neither 
expects nor merits legislation such 
as this for his reward, 

We, therefore, most earnestly re- 
quest that the Smith-Connally bill 
be vetoed.

Maintenance Clause. 

(G) It was contended by the 
sponsors of the bill during debate 
that by Section 7 (2), which pro- 
vides that “in making such de- 
cision the board shall conform to 
the provisions of the ... National 
Labor Relations Act,” the War} 
Labor Board is prohibited from 
granting a maintenance of mem- 
bership or closed shop to any 
group of workers or their organ- 
ization in dispute with an em- 
ployer. 

Because of the ambiguity cre- 
ated by the language of the sec- 
tion and the statements made by 
the sponsors of the bill in de- 
bate, it is quite likely that reac- 
tionary judges will so hold. If the 
War Labor Board should take a 
different view of the provision, 
it will open up court attack upon 
the War Labor Board's orders and 
decisions. 

Although it is difficult to fore- 
tell what the courts will finally 
hold in such cases, nevertheless 
it affords an excellent opportunity 
for employers to “hamstring” the 
board by involving it in considera- 
ble litigation respecting orders 
granting maintenance of member- 
ship. 

We are of the opinion that many 
district judges who are opposed to 
labor will take jurisdiction and 
grant injunctive decrees against 
labor decisions granting main- 
tenance of membership. 

Thus, we will again witness the 
spectacle of a concerted legal at- 
tack upon the War Labor Board 
similar to that which was launched 
against the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board when it was first cre- 
ated, and which hampered its func- 
tions for a period of two years.

ON MILK LAW CHANGES 


Prof. A. C. Ragsdale and Dr, 
Bredeck Give Views to 
Aldermen. 


Differing opinions as to the ef- 
fect two controversial amendments 
would have on the standard milk 
ordinance were expressed yester- 
day by Health Commissioner Jo- 
seph F. Bredeck and Prof. Arthur |¢ 
C. Ragsdale, head of the Depart. |» 
ment of Dairy Husbandry of the |° 
University of Missouri, at a hear- 
ing before the Public Welfare 
Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men. 

The amendments would remove 
the date of pasteurization from 
bottle milk and allow farmers to 
pour milk from one container to 
another in barns, Dr, Bredeck op-|p 
poses both measures unless a code 
is substituted for dating or the 
producer receives written vermis- 
sion to pour milk in barns under 
regulations’ prescribed by the 
health officer. 

The reason advanced for the pro- 
posed change is to avert a short- 
age of Class I milk on the St. Louls 
market, but Dr, Bredeck said yes- 
terday: “If you permit pouring in 
barns there will be less milk pro- 
duction because I predict fly con- 
tamination which wil mean the 
milk will have to be degraded. De- 
grading, as provided for in the 
ordinance, means milk could not 
be sold as Grade A,” 

Prof. Ragsdale Disagrees. 

Prof. Ragsdale, who said the St. 
Louls milk ordinance is more strict | 
than the generally accepted stand- 
ards of the United States Public 
Health Service, disagreed with Dr. 
Bredeck and gaid that contamina- 
tion was leas likely to occur from 
pouring in the barn into a closed 
container, since the carrying dis- 
tance from the cows to the can is 
less than from the barn to the 
milkhouse, where milk now must 
be poured. 

Ragsdale said in his judgment 
the amendments would have little 
effect in increasing or decreasing 
the supply of milk. He said the 
dating of milk had been eliminated | a 
from the United States Public 
Health Service measures since im- 
proved methods of refrigeration 
made the keeping of milk for sev- 
eral days possible. He said a code 
system could be substituted go the 
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health officer could determine when | Req 


milk was pasteurized and it was 
just a matter of judgment as to 
whether or not the cofhsumer 
should be informed. 

The professor, who spoke at a 
meeting of. the Dairy Council oa 
St. Louis before appearing before 
the committee, said he thought in- 
spectors from the health depart-ig 
ment should be more lenient in 
their interpretation of the ordi- 
nance and that other changes that 
might avert a shortage should be 
considered. 

Dr. Bredeck’s Opinion. 

In the face of statements that 
St. Louls faces a shortage of milk 
in the next few months, Dr. 
Bredeck said he could see no rea- 
son for alarm in this community 


and said sources of milk from out- R 


side the St. Louis milkshed had 
been found. National production 
of milk is only off about 1 to 2 
per cent, he gaid. 

Dr. Bredeck charged that some 
producers now on the market are 
discouraging new producers from 
supplying milk to St. Louls so 
there will not be an oversupply on 
the market in normal times and 
thus allow the dairies to force the 
price of milk down to an unprofit-|¢ 
table level of production. rm 
old producers want temporary per- 
mits granted to new a 
now, but want them revoked when 
normal times return so they can 
again have the market to them- 
selves, Dr. Bredeck said.

Hot Weather Hints for Gardeners, 


for our gardens hangs in the 

balance. Our investment in 
seeds and fertilizer, our work in 
the cool of spring, besides the seri- 
ousness of the food situation, are 
the challenge to us to keep at it 
during the hot weather. 


Here are some hints to make 
summer gardening more pleasant: 


We can pick our time for carry- 
ing on the battle for food. Work 
early in the morning before the 
sun has taken the cool dew from 
the garden rows. Work after sun- 
set or when the sun is low. Usuak 
ly there’s a breeze stirring then. 
.One of the most successful back- 
yard growers I know rarely has 
daylight time to spare for his gar- 
den. He is downtown all day. He 
has rigged up Ughts on a long ex- 
tension and by working two or 
three nights a week he keeps his 
garden shipshape. 

A good mosquito repellent is 
part of my garden equipment for 
working in the evening. Don’t 
wait for those tiny insect enemies 
to find you. We spray the repel- 
lent on arms and legs before we 
start out for the garden, That's 
homé-front preparedness. Some- 
times I fill the pienic thermos 
with a refreshing cold drink and 
set it beside the comfortable 
garden chair that waits nearby 
for rest periods. Yes, sugar-coat- 
ing the pill of hot-weather work 
is something the old-timers have 
learned pretty well.

Department of Agriculture tells 
that the Mexican Bean Beetle is 
threatening the crops of snap and

lima beang over a large part of 
the country. Hereabouts, the 
Bean Leaf Beetle and the Mexican 
Beetle are working together to 
make lacework of the foliage. 
Rotenone, which is imported from 
the East Indies, is the government 
suggestion for control of these 
pest. They tell us it is hard to 
get Rotenone, Don’t we know? I 
try to keep posted on the insecti- 
cides in our local seed stores. It 
ig certainly a problem this year. 
A few of the stores have Rotenone, 
or preparations containing Rote- 
none, on hand now. Some are ez- 
pecting stock in any day. ~. 

x * ® , 


The arsenical poisons and the 
various other insecticides should be 
uged in the battle against all but 
the bean insects this year, Bean 
leaves tend to scorch and shrivel 
when treated with the arsenate 
poisons. Cryolite, under all sorts 
of trade names, is an effective in- 
secticide that is not harmful to 
the bean foliage. However, it is 
poisonous to man. A safe precau- 
tion is never to use it within three 
weeks of picking time. No Cry- 
olite on your snap beans if they 
are beginning to form s now? 
But in most of our gardens, the 
limas and pole beans can atill be 
treated with cryolite preparations 
with complete safety. 

Hand picking of the coppery- 
colored Mexican bean beetles with 
16 small black spots on their backs, 
and the slightly amaller bean leaf 
beetle that is yellow or red, mar- 
gined with black and with four 
black spots on its back, will go 
far toward controlling thes® pests 
in small gardens. Crushifg the 


egg clusters on the undersides of 
the leaves is a big help in keeping 
down the population figures of the 
enemy. 

Close examinations for each of 
your cabbage plants is in order 
now. I’ve seen numbers of the 
white cabbage butterflies flitting 
about the garden in the sunny 
hours between thunderstorms, mo- 
mentarily stopping to lay an egg 
here, an egg there, on the cabbage 
leaves. I’m pretty quick at spot- 
ting those pin-point size whitish 
eggs now and its a real satisfac- 
tion to crush them. Then, by care- 
fully looking wherever the leaves 
are eaten, I spot the tiny green 
caterpillars and crush them. With 
the non-poisonous-to-man _ insecti- 
cides so scarce this year, and the 
cabbage heads almost of a size for 
the kitchen, I'd suggest this sort 
of hand work for your garden also. 

The difficulties of weeding be- 
tween rains are putting all of us 
on our guard. Unconditional sur- 
render is the only safe answer 
to these sturdy enemies that 
thrive by taking up the food and 
moisture from their good neigh- 
bors in the vegetable rows. That 
means getting out the weeds, root 
and all, with the hoe or by hand. 
Until we stop getting more of our 
share of the rains than we want, 
hoeing is apt to make brickish 
lumps of the top soil. Here, is 
another case where handwork 
must do the job. If you can’t 
clean out the weeds in between 
the rows, at least be sure that 
they aren’t getting a start in the 
rows, right along with the precious 
vegetables.

But a most convenient term is 
“nerves”; this applies to people 
whe are apprehensive, who are 
restless, the people who never can 
sit still, those who are always 
making purposeless motions, as 
well as those who exaggerate the 
importance of minor events and 
possibly minimize the importance 
‘of major events. In other words, 
those who cannot obtain a fair 
perspective in regard to the events 
of life and are constantly mal- 
adjusted for that reason. Of 
course, it also applies to hysterical 
individuals, 

Another word for the condition 
is neurasthenia, although this is 
going out of general use in medi- 
cal terminology. ‘ It used to mean 
a tired nervous system, but as a 
matter of fact, most - individuals 
to whom the term used to be ap- 
plied are simply maladjusted, 


x * * 

WHEN SYMPTOMS which arise 
from these personality disorders 
and maladjustments are present, 
it isn’t fair to say that they are 
mental cases and it gives a wrong 
impression, It isn’t entirely fair 
to say that they are emotional. If 
I used the word “functional,” I do 
not believe many of my readers 
would understand, so I compro- 
mise by using the word “nerves.” 

Now the nerves, structurally 
speaking, are the terminal branch- 
es, cords of the nervous system, 
which go out from the base of the 
brain and the spinal column. 
There are two kinds of these 
nerves: one is motor—those which 
control muscles. When such a 
nerve, for instance the ulnar 
nerve in the arm, is severed or 
injured, there is a paralysis of the 
nerve in the hand, which it sup- 
plies. This is the condition to 


which I usually refer as neuritis’ 


It is not a very good term because 
it indicates an inflammation of a 
nerve, and actually may be an in- 
jury. But it is so used in medical 
nomenclature, 

x * 

THE OTHER SET of nerves is 
sensory. They carry impulses from 
the surface of the body—the skin 
—to the respective centers in the 
brain. These nerves carry im- 
pulses of touch, temperature, pain 
and sense of position. And the 
commonest disorder of these 
nerves is the recording of senses 
of pain without any adequate rea- 
son for it. 

When you have a boil on the 
skin, or an inflammation of any 
kind, or a fracture of a bone, the 
sensory nerves carry impulses of 
pain, and quite properly: there is 
a reason for it; the impulse is 
protective. But in cases where 
there is no condition at the nerve 
terminus which we can find which 
would cause pain, we call it neu- 
ralgia. <Any “algia” is a pain. 
Neuralgia is a term meaning the 
pain is due to an irritation of the 
nerve. This is as exact as it can 
be made because we do not know 
anything about the cause of a neu- 
ralgia, such as a facial neuralgia.

. HAT is wrong with the children of today, teen-age and 
W grown up? Five-years ago my son married a woman older 
than himself. He was making only $20 per week and he 
and I lived together. He brought his wife home to me, and

N writing the other day about 
| tne section in the anti-strike 

bill, which will not permit labor 
unions to make political contribu- 
tions, I did not make it clear that 
there are restrictions on corpora- 
tions also, but that it is far more 
difficult for unions to meet a sit- 
uation where there are restrictions 
of this kind than it is for corpora- 
tions. The heads of corporations 
can make the maximum individual 
contributions that are allowed, and 
can see that other people do the 
same. That method is not usually 
possible for the officers of trade 
unions, and in effect what this 
clause weuld do, would be to make 
it very difficult for the average 
person of small means to give any- 
thing to promote the election of 
the candidate he is backing. 
Whereas, it would still be possible 
for men of means to see that in 
one way or another, sufficient fi- 
nancial gifts found their way into 
their candidate’s treasury. 

Of course, all gentlemen of 
means do not unite on candidates 
any more than do all trade union 
members, but it is easier for the 
candidate who represents big 
business to obtain the financial 
backing needed. There is a ques- 
tion as to whether the rights or 
wrongs of political contributions 
from either labor or business in 
any way affect the rest of this bill 
or have any connection with it. I 
read it over a number of times and 
I have so far been unable to see 
why it has a place in the bill, 
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Last night I went to the Capi- 
tol Page Boys School grad- 
uation and presented the diplomas 
to the graduating class. They 
were a fine looking group of boys, 
starting on their way, for the most 
part, into the armed services. One 
is going to study medicine and 
there may have been one or two 
exceptions, but all will be working 
in some way for the war.

Enterprise in 
Bidding Hand

HERE is a wide variety of 
T opinion on what constitutes a 

bad bridge partner. Some ex- 
perts on this subject hold that a 
“wild bidder” is their particular 
anathema, and this view probably 
is held by the vast majority of 
players. Personally, however, my 
own candidate for this dubious 
honor has always been the sort of 
partner who just sits and does 
practically nothing. True, he rarely 
takes large sets, but this is strictly 
in line with his policy of not doing 
anything. The point is that the 
word “partner” is a silly misnomer 
as it applies to him. For example: 

South, dealer. 

North-South vulnerable. 


Bast 
Double Pass 
3notrump Pass 

4 clubs (!) 4 hearts Pass 
Pass Pass , 
Presumably North felt that h 

had done a day’s work when he 
doubled two clubs, and from that 
time on, South had to drag re- 
sponses out of him. What was 
worse, these responses were uni- 
formly unresponsive, South's bid- 
ding was excellent. Vulnerable 
against non-vulnerable opponents, 
and void in clubs, he was under- 
standably unwilling to leave in a 
low-level] penalty double. Not only 
did he take out that double, how- 
ever — he took it out with the 
strongest possible bid, mamely a 
cue bid of the opponent’s suit. To 
this, North made the wooden and 
entirely unrevealing response of 
three no trump. What good could 
that do South? The latter already 
had taken it for granted that 
.North had clubs pretty well 
stopped, since he had doubled two 
clubs, 


South gave North another 
chance to declare himself when he 
insisted that North name a suit, 
if possible, over the repeat cue bid 
of four clubs. Now North really 
showed his lack of enterprise. Still 
refusing to name his fair spade 
suit, he made a bid (four hearts) 
that could not fail to be interpret- 
ed by South as a desperate sign- 
off. Now, of course, South was 
through. He could not dream, 
from North’s bidding, that he 
would find substantial values in 
both spades and diamonds, appar- 
ently all of North's strength was 
in clubs, and therefore South had 
no choice but to give up all slam 
aspirations, ; 

Obviously, the fouf-heart con- 
tract was fulfilled without diffi- 
culty, but this was no great con- 
solation to South for the laydown 
slam that had been missed through 
North’s firm refusal, or his inabil- 
ity to co-operate, .
